COUNCIL offices in 
Sandwell will open on Satur¬ 
days under new plans 
designed to help residents 
pay their bills. 

The extra opening time 
could be brought in as soon 
as October, the borough’s 
council leader said. 

It is being brought in so 
people can have more flexi¬ 
bility when paying council 
tax and other fees and will be 
funded through existing 
budgets. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, 
said: “We will be one of the 
first, if not the first to open 
the council on a Saturday 
morning. 

“We are initially looking 
at between 9am and 1pm 
and we are looking at the 
Oldbury Council House and 
Smethwick Council House 
and a couple of other venues 
across the borough. 

“That will allow people to 
go in and pay council tax and 
rent, talk to us about plan¬ 
ning issues or any issues 
that they would normally be 
able to do on a normal 
weekday. 

“It is all part of our 
keeping Sandwell moving 
plan, where our services are 
more and more accessible to 
local people. 

“Those people that have 
jobs cannot always get to the 
council on Monday to 
Friday.” 

“It will all be funded out of 
existing resources.” 

Assets up 
for Tipton 

TIPTON and Coseley Build¬ 
ing Society announced its 
assets grew by 4.18 per cent 
in 2011. 

Chairman David Morgan 
told the 111th annual 
general meeting of the build¬ 
ing society that its liquidity 
was at a record high. 

He reported that also 
during 2011 its gross capital 
ratios increased for the third 
year in a row. 

Mr Morgan said: “I believe 
we can look back at 2011 
with a considerable amount 
of pride,” he said. 



Police swoop in car crash con probe 


EXPENSIVE cars suspected of being involved in 
a fake accident insurance con were discovered 
during a raid in West Bromwich. 

Around 25 police officers were involved in the 
dawn swoop on Tuesday on the industrial yard 
where a range of smashed cars were found. 

A Mercedes CLS, BMW 1 series cars, Lexus SC 
luxury coupes as well as a Citroen taxi were 
among the models discovered. 

Six marked police vans raided the yard, in John 


Street. While expert dog handlers secured two 
bull mastiffs at the site, officers raided a property 
inside the yard which is undergoing renovation 
work. 

The property had nobody inside despite police 
finding the lighting, heating and television on. 

Officers however did find documents inside 
relating to accident claims in a number of names, 
and a suspected rifle. 

Weapons experts were trying to establish if it is 


licensed. West Bromwich Inspector Akeel Najib 
said: “This is the first step in a series of actions to 
tackle organised crime groups. 

“No arrests have been made but we now have a 
number of lines of inquiry to pursue. 

“We have intelligence that criminals operating 
here are involved in an insurance scam including 
potential fake accident claims. 

“The message we want to send out is we will be 
pursuing organised criminals.”

Mum-to-be’s 
car ride ordeal 

A HEAVILY pregnant woman, who was 
taken on a terrifying ride by a carjacker in 
Oldbury before being forced out of the 
moving Range Rover, spoken of her ordeal 
and said: “I feared I was going to die”. 

The woman, who is seven months preg¬ 
nant, was sitting in the car outside a branch 
of Barclays waiting for a work colleague 
when a man jumped behind the wheel. 

The robber initially drove off with the 32- 
year-old woman still inside but, after threat¬ 
ening her and pointing a sharp object at her 
midriff, forced her out a short distance away. 

The car was stolen just before 1pm on 
Friday, March 30, but recovered five days 
later by police in Vernon Road, Oldbury. 

The victim, a mother of one, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “I haven’t even got 
words to describe how I felt. I feared I was 
going to die. My body would not stop shaking 
afterwards.” 

The offender has been described as an 
Asian male in his late teens or 20s, slim and 
around 5ft 8ins to 5ft llins. Anyone with 
information should call 101. 


Motorists and shoppers to the town 
centre will now follow new routes for car 
parking and into the shopping areas. 

The road lies inside the site boundary of 
the new Tesco and New Square shopping 
development and will join Cronehills 
Linkway to top of New Street. 

It has taken six months to build and its 
opening marks the programme’s next 
phase. Visitors to the town are advised that 
the new routes will be well signposted. 

Richard Barrell, mixed use development 
project manager for Tesco, said: “The new 
road opening symbolises yet another step in 
the process to regenerating the town centre 
and providing new shopping facilities for 
West Bromwich.” 

Sandwell’s deputy council leader Council¬ 
lor Steve Eling added: “This is an important 
part of the ongoing transformation of West 
Bromwich town centre. In addition to the 
New Square development, we’re working 
with partners to provide affordable new 
housing and modern office facilities.” 

The 437,000sq ft scheme, anchored by a 
139,000sq ft Tesco store will provide a new 
retail and leisure destination for the town. 

Retailers Primark, Next, Arcadia, JD 
Sports and Bank have already signed up to 
take space in the development. 

It also includes a 36,000sq ft cinema and 
restaurant space, with 1,900 car parking 
spaces. 

It is expected to be open by summer 2013. 



Swinging 
time at 
museum 

THE SPIRIT of the swing¬ 
ing sixties is alive and well in 
Sandwell thanks to a new 
exhibition. 

Wednesbury Museum and 
Art Gallery unveiled the 
Bostin’ 60s exhibition, 
which mostly comprises col¬ 
lections from other Black 
Country museums, earlier 
this month. 

It was originally put 
together with the assistance 
of The Times columnist 
Sathnam Sanghera, who 
was born and brought up in 
Wolverhampton. 

The exhibition includes 
fashion, household items 
and artefacts from the era 
and a series of events and 
activities will be themed 
around it at the art gallery 
until June 30. 

Stuart Lane, visitor serv¬ 
ices officer, said: “It’s 
proving to be popular with 
visitors and we had lots of 
people take an interest in it 
during the Easter holidays.”

£3m fire 
station 
scheme is 
approved 

FIRE chiefs have approved 
plans for a £3 million fire 
station in the Black Country, 
and have earmarked four 
potential sites. 

West Midlands Fire 
Authority agreed to buy a 
new site and build the 
station to cover the Cradley 
Heath and Halesowen areas. 

The cost of replacing bases 
at Cradley Heath and Hale¬ 
sowen is set to be offset by 
the estimated £1.5m raised 
from the sale of them. 

Halesowen station closed 
last month and the firefight¬ 
ers have been redeployed. 

A list of sites was whittled 
to four in the private session 
of the West Midlands Fire 
and Rescue Authority 
meeting. 

Chairman of the meeting, 
Sandwell Councillor John 
Edwards, said he could not 
reveal the locations due to 
commercial reasons but a 
final decision will be made 
within three months. 

“We have now got four 
potential sites that we are 
focused on,” he said. 

“For each of them we will 
undertake detailed surveys 
and will be talking to council 
planners, developers and 
other parties.” 

He added: “We hope to 
move this process along rel¬ 
atively quickly and to have 
made a final decision within 
three months time. We have, 
of course, to make sure we do 
all the work to make sure we 
choose the right site, to best 
serve the community.” 

Market idea 
thrown out 

PROPOSALS for a weekly 
Saturday market in Hale¬ 
sowen have been thrown out 
by Dudley Council amid 
fears it would harm trade 
and force shops to shut. 

Traders, councillors and 
bosses at the Cornbow Shop¬ 
ping Centre objected to 
plans for a farmers, craft 
and general street market. 
At present a 35-stall market 
is held on alternate Satur¬ 
days, but operator Steve 
Evans felt a weekly one 
would help establish a reg¬ 
ular shopping destination. 
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Abortion website hacker sent to jail 


A COMPUTER hacker from 
Wednesbury who broke into the 
website of Britain’s biggest abortion 
provider has been jailed for two 
years and eight months. 

James Jeffery targeted the British 
Pregnancy Advisory Service because 
he disagreed with the decisions of 
two women he knew to terminate 
their pregnancies, Southwark 
Crown Court, London, heard. The 


27-year-old stole about 10,000 data¬ 
base records containing the personal 
details of women which he later 
intended to publish. 

Mr Daniel Higgins, prosecuting, 
told the court last week that Jeffery 
also defaced the website’s homepage 
with the logo of the hacking group 
Anonymous, of which he was a part- 
time member, and posted an anti¬ 
abortion message. He signed off 


using his online alias Pablo Escobar 
- named after a Colombian drug 
lord, Mr Higgins said. 

The former University of Wolver¬ 
hampton software engineering stu¬ 
dent then boasted about his hacking 
feat on social networking site Twit¬ 
ter. 

Jeffery had admitted two offences 
under the Computer Misuse Act at 
an earlier hearing. Police swooped 


on his Castle Street home, in the 
early hours of March 9, after they 
traced him through his IP address. 

When Jeffery was arrested, police 
found his computer in the process of 
being wiped clean. 

It was heard that he intended to 
publish the data, including names, 
email addresses on an online shar¬ 
ing site but later backed down. 


Appeal as gravestone of 
Titanic victim crumbles 


IT IS 100 years since brave West Bromwich 
cellist John Woodward lost his life aboard the 
Titanic. And sadly the musician’s gravestone 
is looking every bit as old as the anniversary 
of the disaster would suggest. 


The family memorial 
stands in Heath Lane Ceme¬ 
tery, West Bromwich, and 
marks his death aboard the 
ill-fated cruise liner. 

Now two Black Country 
residents are appealing for 
help to give the sandstone 
headstone a much-needed 
makeover. 

Paul Kidson, who is a 
committee member of Wil- 
lenhall Historical Society, 
and friend Lorna Jenkins 
discovered the gravestone by 
accident while walking 
through Heath Lane Ceme¬ 
tery to visit the grave of her 
great uncle William 
Doughty. 

Raise 

They fear the eroded mon¬ 
ument will effectively crum¬ 
ble into ruin if it is not 
replaced soon. 

And they are calling for 
volunteers to help fund a 
project to restore the stone. 

Mr Woodward, a former 
Hill Top resident, was one of 
1,517 people who lost their 
lives during the Titanic’s 
tragic maiden voyage when 
it sank on April 15, 1912. 

Mr Kidson, a retired engi¬ 
neer aged 80, and Mrs Jenk¬ 
ins, a retired PA aged 85,

visited the memorial ylast 
week to help raise its profile 
ahead of the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the Titanic disaster. 

“I doubt it will endure 
another cold winter,” said 
Mr Kidson, from Willenhall. 

“Hopefully someone will 
come to our aid. 

“We are getting on in age 
and it would be a real job to 
do something like this but it 
is so important. 

“I don’t know how much 
it would cost to repair but 
you are probably talking 
about four figures.

More-time plea on quarry 


DEVELOPERS have asked for more 
time to create a treatment plant at 
a quarry-turned-landfill site in Row- 
ley Regis. The Edwin Richards 
Quarry, stopped extractions in 2008 
when it ran out of stone. 

Then the site in Portway Road 
was used for landfill for domestic 
and commercial waste, but the 
owner, Waste Recycling Group, 
Northampton, was told it cannot 
continue to dispose of leachate, the 
liquid which drains from a landfill, 


prompting the firm to first apply to 
build a treatment plant in 2009. 

Now the owners have asked for 
more time to build that plant after 
planning permission ran out. 

It would be built on the south of 
the site, 311ft from the nearest res¬ 
idential development. The plans will 
now be considered by Sandwell 
Council. The leachate is discharged 
to foul sewers on Portway Road and 
Turners Hill after dissolved 
methane is removed.

A CHARITY volunteer from the 
Sandwell has taken part in the 
National Lottery Olympic Park Run. 

Sanjiv Verma, a volunteer and 
board member for Sandwell Asian 
Family Support Service, was one of 
5,000 to join the five-mile run 
around the Olympic stadium.

Sandwell United Parents 
formed after the alleged kid¬ 
nap of a boy in Oldbury last 
year. 

Now members are calling 
for people to sign an online 
petition to call for the Gov¬ 
ernment to debate changes 
in the House of Lords. 

The petition asks that 
when known offenders go 
“off the radar” by not com¬ 
plying with reporting proce¬ 
dures, the public is alerted 
on television and in the local 
press with the offender’s 
name and photograph. 

Founder member Shelly 
Showell, a mother of five, of 
Slatch House Road, Smeth¬ 
wick, said 100,000 signa¬ 
tures were neededfor it to be 
debated in the Lords. 

“There are policies, laws 
and procedures put in place 
to try and protect our chil¬ 
dren in regards to child sex 
offenders, but sometimes 
the offenders don’t abide by 
these and go off the radar,” 
she said. 

“This means no one 
knows where they are or 
what they are doing. 

“We are asking that if an 
offender goes off the radar 
we are allerted via TV and 
the Press with name and 
recent photograph.”

SENIOR managers will 
again come under the micro¬ 
scope of Sandwell Council 
chiefs looking for more ways 
to find £75 million savings 
over the next four years. 

The authority has already 
saved £2.3m a year by trim¬ 
ming down its top tier of 
management from 26 to 14 
to save £l.lm in April last 
year before an extra director 
left the authority last year, 
leaving a 13-strong board in 
charge. 

The second stage saw the 
axe fall on the next level, 
cutting the total numbers of 
senior managers by more 
than a third from 99 to 63. 

Now bosses are carrying 
out a further full review to 
see if those changes have 
been a success and if so, if 
more cuts can be made with¬ 
out services suffering. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said: “We’re 
evaluating senior manage¬ 
ment now to see if there any 
further savings we can 
make. 

“I don’t know what the 
outcomes will be or whether 
the review will say savings 
definitely can be made but 
we will hear the results in 
May. 

“We are continuously see¬ 
ing what we can do to get 
best value for money for res¬ 
idents as we cope with 
unprecedented cuts.” 

Building to 
be bought 

A SANDWELL charity is 
poised to take over an office 
building in West Bromwich 
which is being sold after fail¬ 
ing to attract tenants. 

Greets Green Community 
Enterprises took on Water¬ 
side House, Charles Street, 
in 2009 and it underwent an 
extensive refurbishment to 
create office space with 
workshops for up to 42 busi¬ 
nesses. 

But the business plan 
failed and the organisation 
has been forced to sell the 
building. Mental health 
charity Sandwell Mind has 
now put an offer and hopes 
to move in 80 staff. 

The council is being asked 
to approve plans to sell the 
building at the full council 
meeting this week. 


Repairs return 

REPAIR work worth £2.8 
million is progressing at a 
Wednesbury tower block 
after they stalled when a 
contractor folded and Gov¬ 
ernment funding cuts bit. 
Residents at Russell House 
petitioned the council and 
action is now being taken. 


Toxic metals found at sight of proposed housing 


TOXIC metals and asbestos deposits 
are lying beneath the proposed site of 
a multi-million pound housing estate in 
West Bromwich. 

The site earmarked for 250 homes in 
Stone Cross also contains suspected oil 
lagoons and insecticide-type compounds. 

The details have been revealed in a report 
submitted to Sandwell Council before it 
decides whether to give the project the go- 
ahead. 

If approved, the new development would 
be built on a former landfill site off Hall 


Green Road. The report ultimately con¬ 
cludes that “with a suitable remediation 
strategy in place”, the site can be safely 
developed for housing. 

But Hateley Heath councillor Paul Moore 
says he fears the developer is “moving too 
quickly.” 

Concerned 

He said: “Planning officers and the plan¬ 
ning committee need to be fully satisfied 
that these risks can be safely dealt with by 
the developer. 

“Many residents are concerned and I am 


calling for a further consultation event.” 

Materials identified at the site include 
arsenic, cadmium and lead. 

Asbestos fibres, hydrocarbons which can 
degrade pipes, and evidence of “oil lagoons” 
were also found. 

The report said: “A significant amount of 
contamination was identified within the 
landfill material and . . . significant concen¬ 
trations of volatile organic compounds 
including chlorinated solvents . .. that pose 
a potential indoor and outdoor inhalation 
risk.” 

Part of the 20-acre site, known as T & S 


Elements, was an unregulated quarry and 
landfill site prior to 1974. 

A portion was previously owned by 
British Industrial Plastics. 

Martin Hughes, spokesman for developer 
Christchurch Properties Ltd, said: “The 
only way the site can be made safe is by a 
comprehensive clean-up, enabling it to come 
forward for housing. 

“Without remediation, the site would 
have to remain as it has done for many 
years and continue to pose a potential risk 
to the local community.”

A HERD of Jersey cows at Forge Mill 
Farm, Sandwell Valley Country Park, 
West Bromwich, was being auction this 
week by council bosses to save up to 
£250,000. 

The farm, one of two farm visitor 
centres within Sandwell Valley Coun¬ 
try Park, is a working farm. 

The herd is currently listed on the 
Sandwell Council website as the farm’s 
main attraction, with visitors being 
able to watch the cows being milked 
daily at 3.30pm from a viewing gallery. 

But the council has said that hun¬ 


dreds of thousands of pounds would 
need to be invested in a new slurry 
removal system for the herd, which 
contains 22 cows, to comply with new 
European Union regulations. 

Neighbourhoods chief. Councillor 
Derek Rowley, also said that the 
amount of money raised through milk 
production and a decline in public 
interest in the afternoon milking ses¬ 
sions, in addition to the financial 
demands of the new regulations, 
meant it was not cost effective to keep 
them. He said: “The new regulations 


would mean we would need to spend 
approaching £250,000. 

“It is nice to have farm animals on 
the land, especially for children to see. 
There will still be cows in the field.” 

He added: “The average number of 
people that watch the milking in an 
afternoon was two, compared to 50 a 
few years ago.” 

But Councillor Rowley said discus¬ 
sions were under way to discuss adding 
new visitors centre attractions at the 
site. Forge Mill Farm is open from 
10am until 4.30pm. 


INVESTIGATING tabloid newspaper phone 
hacking has cost West Bromwich East MP 
Tom Watson his marriage, he has revealed. 

The deputy Labour party chairman has confirmed his 11- 
year marriage to his former trade union colleague Siobhan 
was over and blamed the “pressure” of the inquiry, which 
he has worked on for three years. 


Mr Watson discussed the 
breakdown of his marriage 
after writing a book with 
journalist Martin Hickman 
about the practices of 
Rupert Murdoch’s News 
International newspapers. 

Dial M For Murdoch will 
be released today and gives 
Mr Watson’s account of how 
the company, which pub¬ 
lished the now defunct News 
of the World, hacked the 
mobile phones of celebrities 
and victims of crime, includ¬ 
ing the murdered schoolgirl 
Milly Dowler. 

Mr Watson, who was 
elected in 2001, said: “I’m 
very sad to admit the failure 
of my marriage. I tried my 
very best to hold things 
together but the pressure of 
the hacking scandal inquiry 
has taken its toll.” 

He said no one else had 
been involved. 

However, he said “aggres¬ 
sive” media intrusion into 
his life had led to problems 
in the relationship. 

The couple have two chil¬ 
dren, a boy and a girl aged 
six and three. 

Mr Watson was made 
deputy chairman of the 
Labour party last year by Ed 
Miliband with responsibility 
for campaigns. 

Mrs Watson used to work 
for her husband as an office 
manager at his constituency 
office, Terry Duffy House in 
West Bromwich, but the cou¬ 
ple met when they worked 
for the Amalgamated Engi¬ 
neering and Electrical 
Union, which later became 
Unite. 

Mr Watson was put under 
intense pressure by tabloid

newspapers in 2009 when he 
was wrongly accused of 
being involved in a cam¬ 
paign set up by civil servant 
Damian McBride to smear 
Conservative MPs online 
using made up rumours. 

He protested his inno¬ 
cence, sued the Daily Mail 
and The Sun and won sub¬ 
stantial damages. 

Mr Watson said: “The 
most emotional week of my 
life was back in 2009. The 
Sun viciously libelled me.” 

Mr Watson emerged as 
the leading light in exposing 
the scale of practices at pub¬ 
lisher News International, 
which initially insisted that 
phone hacking was down to 
one “rogue reporter”. 

He has spent three years 
working to uncover the 
scandal. Last year he 
received an apology from 
James Murdoch, then exec¬ 
utive chairman of News 
International, after it was 
revealed the firm had fol¬ 
lowed him using a private 
detective.

COOL heads and sensible policies have never 
been more important to local councils than they 
are today. 

We have less money to spend each year but the 
demands we have to meet are growing all the 
time under the pressures of recession, unemploy¬ 
ment and an ageing population. 

At Sandwell we are modernising the council to 
meet these pressures. 

We are trying to continue providing the serv¬ 
ices people need in ways that cost less money, 
instead of having to cut them altogether. 

Practically every council policy has been 
reviewed in one way or another.

them are because council employees are “skivers” 
as I was misreported as saying in last week’s 
Chronicle - and things are changing: 

In 2007 the average number of sick days per 
employee was just under 13. In 2010 this was 
down to nine-and-a-half. This year we are fore¬ 
casting it will be eight days or less. 

This compares with the best in the public sec¬ 
tor and we are on track to get our sickness level 
down to between six-and-a-half and seven days 


in 2013, which will be similar to many private 
companies. We are doing this through proper 
management of sickness absence and by encour¬ 
aging employees to stay well despite the changes 
they are dealing with at work and home and the 
uncertainties over their future prospects as 
budget cuts force the council to reduce the num¬ 
ber of people it employs. 

When employees are sick we are trying to sup¬ 
port them back to health and work as quickly as 
possible. There may be a very small number of 
employees who think they can throw a sickie 
whenever it suits them, but they are few and far 
between, and we are dealing with them. 

The vast majority of council employees are 
hard-working and dedicated people and it is only 
through their commitment that we have been 
able to make the improvement we have made 
over the last two years. 

I would like to take this opportunity to publicly 
say thank you to them. 


Experts commissioned to 
look at future of Public 


PROPERTY consultants have been commis¬ 
sioned to look into alternative uses for West 
Bromwich arts centre The Public. 

Jones Lang LaSalle is reviewing the potential uses for the 
£72 million building for Sandwell Council. It will investi¬ 
gate future uses and the New Street building’s capacity, as 
well as undertaking a structural assessment and see how it 
could be disposed of. 

Sandwell Council’s 

improvement chief Council¬ 
lor Mahboob Hussain said 
the consultants would be 
looking at a variety of alter¬ 
native uses for the building 
when Arts Council Funding 
ends in 2015. 

He said: “This review is 
looking at all options for the 
building, and therefore it 
could be that they will rec¬ 
ommend it stays as an arts 
centre, or that it be used as 
offices, or anything really. 

“It is completely open and 
the council has nothing to do 
with what they say, it is 
independent of us.” 

The review which is part 
of the authority’s Independ¬ 
ent Challenge scheme is set 
to take three months. 

Value 

The challenge scheme has 
seen the council recruit con¬ 
sultants to review and test 
service areas to ensure they 
are value for money and are 
delivering the best possible 
service to the community. 

The council is thought to 
be the only local authority in 
the West Midlands that 
undertakes the independent 
testing process. 

Councillor Hussain added: 
“This building is not funded 
by the council, but by the 
taxpayer, so we are looking 
for the consultants to come 
up with the best option for 
the people of Sandwell.” 


Plan for 
mast is 
granted 


A TELECOMS company has 
been granted permission to 
put up a 65ft phone mast in 
Smethwick. 

Telefonica had applied for 
it at Heartlands Furniture 
Wholesale, Heartland 
House, Cranford Street. 

The application was made 
to Sandwell Council after 
Vodafone had to remove its 
mast at Atlas Metals, which 
is set to be demolished to 
make way for 184 homes to 
serve workers from the £370 
million hospital due to be 
built in nearby Grove Lane. 

The tower will be behind 
the building, and in a state¬ 
ment submitted to the coun¬ 
cil, the firm states: “Views 
from the canal and Galton 
Valley conservation area will 
be limited by its industrial 
setting, the significantly 
lower ground level, and trees 
and shrubs.” 

The mast would provide 
coverage and capacity for 
the Vodafone and 02 mobile 
phone networks.

Hales Off-Licence, Old 
Hill, Applegreen Service Sta¬ 
tion, Wednesbury, Drink 
Buster, West Bromwich, and 
Batra News, Tividale, sold 
alcohol to youngsters who 
had been sent by trading 
standards. 

In each case, the licensing 
panel imposed a number of 
stringent conditions to 
ensure no further underage 
sales took place . 

These included a require¬ 
ment to maintain an age 
verification policy.

Golfing benefits cheat collected £34,000

Michael Scott - cheat 


A BENEFITS cheat who pocketed 
more than £34,000 while regularly 
playing 18 holes of golf in West 
Bromwich has been jailed. 

Michael Scott took part in Satur¬ 
day tournaments at the Hill Top 
course, even though he was in 
receipt of incapacity benefits and 
claimed he could not hold a knife 
and fork because of severe cramp in 
his hands, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last week. 

He carried on the scam for more 
than eight years, the court was told. 

The 59-year-old cut his golf hand¬ 


icap from 17 to 14 despite telling 
government officials he had to crawl 
upstairs on all fours, Mr Gurdeep 
Garcha, prosecuting, revealed. 

Scott also maintained that he 
needed assistance to stand, had dif¬ 
ficulty grasping a pen to write and 
took a minute to move just 10 
metres, the court heard. 

Covered 

In fact, he covered three and a 
half miles every time he completed 
a round of golf. 

He was a member of both Swin¬ 


don Golf Club near Dudley and Hill 
Top as well as belonging to the Dud¬ 
ley Golf Society, said Mr Garcha. 

The former printer from Gayfield 
Avenue, Brierley Hill, pleaded guilty 
to failing to inform the Department 
of Work and Pensions of a change in 
circumstances between August 23, 
2002, and November 2, 2010, when 
he fraudulently received £34,104 
without acknowledging that his 
mobility had improved. 

Mr Danny Smith, defending, said: 
“He injured his back and over¬ 
embellished long standing medical 


issues in an effort to maintain his 
lifestyle. 

“He did not tell the truth about 
his own capabilities but was too 
scared of the financial consequences 
of coming off benefits.” 

Father-of-two Scott, married for 
37 years, has a £102,000 mortgage 
on his house which could now be 
repossessed, owes £20,000 on credit 
cards and has a £7,000 loan, the 
court heard. 

He wept when jailed for 26 weeks 
by Judge Robin Onions who warned 
the money must be repaid. 


Plumber billed £2,224 after 

being called to leaking tap 


A PLUMBER billed an Oldbury pensioner £2,224 after being called out 
to his home to repair a leaky tap. Steven Greenaway, aged 39, was 
sentenced after being found guilty of carrying out unnecessary work 
and also overcharging the 76-year-old man, who was suffering from 
Huntington’s disease. 

Greenaway of Marlpool Lane, Kidderminster, had denied two charges of fraud but he 
was found guilty at Wolverhampton Crown Court last month. On Monday he was made 
the subject of a 12-month supervision order, told to carry out 200 hours unpaid work in 
the community and to pay £500 compensation to the pensioner. During trial Mr Mark 
Jackson, prosecuting for Sandwell Council’s trading standards department, said Green¬ 
away called at the pensioner’s home because he had a leaking bathroom tap. 

But Greenaway charged him for a new bath that the pensioner, who had a number of 
“chronic” medical conditions, did not need. Judge Michael Dudley had earlier directed the

A FEATURE of Tipton is set for a facelift. 
The Tipton & Coseley Building Society has 
revealed proposals for a revamp to its front 
in Owen Street with a blue and green colour 
scheme.

panel to find Greenaway not guilty of a 
third charge of fraud and of stealing £600 
from the pensioner. 

The judge told Greenaway yesterday: “He 
was patently an extremely vulnerable gen¬ 
tleman. He was reliant on a tradesman 
doing an honest job for honest pay and the 
jury found you effectively rooked him of a 
considerable sum of money. 

“He was not expecting to pay for a new 
bath and, if he was, not for the sum of 
money you took from him. 

“It is a despicable offence.” 

The court had been told the self-employed 
plumber had charged the pensioner for 
installing the new bath while working as a 
sub-contractor for 1st Action Maintenance. 

Mr Jackson maintained Greenaway never 
asked permission to remove the old bath or 
install the new one. 

In evidence Greenaway, a father of one, 
told the jury he had acted above board and 
stressed he gave the man a fixed price for 
the work that needed to be done in his bath¬ 
room. 

Mr Simon Rippon, defending Greenaway, 
a man of previous good character, said the 
conviction would badly affect his ability to 
work as a plumber and that he may now 
need to find alternative employment.

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Church cuts 
services as 
cash begins 
to dwindle 


A CHURCH in West Bromwich is reducing the 
variety of its services and printing its maga¬ 
zines in black and white rather than colour 
after a £13,000 funding shortfall. 

Bosses at All Saints Church are also appealing to its con¬ 
gregation members to use their skills to help raise funds. 


The money-saving initia¬ 
tives come after the church 
was forced to exhaust its 
reserves in order to pay 
£13,000 gas, electricity and 
water bills. 

“It’s a sign of the times,” 
said church treasurer Paul 
Bailey. “The economic crisis 
has reached all quarters. 

“Although we have as 
many members, their 
budgets at home have also 
reduced, as a result of the 
economic downturn, and 
that has affected donations. 

“This is about trying to 
avoid the same situation 
next year. We can’t keep 
going into our reserves 
because they will dry up.” 

The annual upkeep cost of 
the church in All Saints Way 
is £13,000-£20,000. 

It also has to pay Lichfield 
Diocese £55,000 a year. 

As part of cost-cutting 
measures, the church is 
printing its monthly maga¬ 
zine in black and white. 

It is also going to repeat 
the format of some services, 
to cut down on the number

of order of services it has to 
print, and create a special 
stewardship scheme to 
utilise skills of people who 
are in the congregation. 

This could mean getting a 
builder who attends church 
regularly to fix a leaking roof 
for free, for example. 

“We are asking everyone 
to look at what they can 
bring to the table,” said Mr 
Bailey. 

“People see the church as 
something that’s always 
going to be there. “They 
forget we are a business. 

“It’s a fine balance for us 
to be able to attract 
funding - we can’t be too 
heavy handed. 

“But I’m sure with the 
right approach people will 
come forward.” 

He added that the reason 
the church had a shortfall 
this year was because of 
increasing energy costs and 
reduced donations as a 
result of the economic down¬ 
turn.

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New homes may oust firms 


AS MANY as 750 homes could be built on a 
Tipton trading estate under a scheme which 
could leave businesses having to look for 
new bases. 

The houses could be built on Vaughan 
Trading Estate and the adjoining Black 
Country Castings property, in Sedgley Road 
East. Advance Land and Planning Ltd, 
acting for owners Commercial Estates 
Group, wrote to the council, saying: “The 
overall site to the north of Sedgley Road 
East could accommodate in the region of 
750 dwellings. The group intends to 


progress with the collation of all the essen¬ 
tial information necessary to support a 
planning application.” 

The estate’s owners say they will work 
with tenants on relocation gradually when 
the scheme comes to fruition. Units have 
already been demolished on the site in 
recent months. 

Richard Burke, of the group, added: “We 
recognise that Sandwell Council has to find 
land for housing to meet the future needs of 
the local community over the long term to 
2021 .” 


Staff scheme allows 
emergency time off 

WORKERS at Sandwell Council would be able to accrue up to a 
week’s worth of hours in lieu to be used at times of emergency under 
plans announced to cut staff absence and improve efficiency. 

The authority, which is currently trying to cut down on the number of sick days workers 
take, wants to introduce the scheme so staff can stay at home in the event of an unforeseen 
event. The time owed can be used for events such as a boiler breaking or family emergency. 
Under separate proposals staff who also 


volunteer as police officers could get up to 
five extra days paid leave a year. Special con¬ 
stables will be able to use the leave for the 
purpose of mandatory attendance to police 
incidents, training or rest days. 

It comes after one council worker was 
called out to deal with the summer riots at 
night and then had to work the following 
day. 

There are seven workers at the council 
who volunteer as special constables cur¬ 
rently. In order to gain the leave, the 
workers will have to provide proof of the 
event or meeting they have attended. 

Sandwell’s efficiency boss Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain said: “As a caring council 
we believe this will drive performance in dif-

ficult times. There may be workers who 
abuse the system. I can’t say yes or no. But 
you have to trust your employees. 

“If someone is doing public service on a 
voluntary basis then they are entitled to get 
that as paid leave.” 

On the proposed emergency leave scheme 
he added: “The worker would still have to 
make this time up, they are not getting any¬ 
thing for free. 

“It’s better than them just not turning up 
to work on the day” 

The emergency leave scheme would be 
separate to existing carers leave, where 
carers are entitled to time off to support 
whoever they are looking after.

Bosses are selling the 
centre under a sealed bid, 
which means they will not 
say how much they are 
asking. 

Bids have to be in by 
midday on Friday. 

The authority says that 
method guarantees the best 
return for the taxpayer, as 
buyers will not try and 
undercut any price esti¬ 
mated. 

The original decision to 
close the home was down to 
running costs, “old-fash¬ 
ioned” facilities and Gov¬ 
ernment directives to give 
families their own pay¬ 


ments, called personalised 
budgets, to organise respite 
care. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
from the asset management 
and land disposal commit¬ 
tee, said the centre’s subse¬ 
quent sale was unavoidable. 

He said: “Government has 
acted like Pontius Pilate and 
washed its hands of how 
their decisions play out 
locally. 

“We have to sell assets to 
raise money and it is a 
regrettable decision. 

“I hope this will be inter¬ 
esting for buyers because of 
its picturesque location 
overlooking Sandwell 
Valley.” 

When the facility closed, it 
forced 72 families to look for 
alternative centres for their 
severely-disabled children.

Best days of your life unless 
you turned up with dirty hands 


SCHOOLDAYS, supposedly, are the 
best days of our lives but the Class of 
1842 might disagree as caning was 
part of the curriculum and it cost two 
pennies a week to attend. 

Pupils at St James’ School, Salop Street, Eve 
Hill, Dudley who turned up wearing dirty 
boots found themselves scratching “slovenli¬ 
ness” 100 times on to their slate and serious 
misdemeanors received a more severe punish¬ 
ment. 

Stuffy in the summer and cold in the winter, 
children would sometimes fall asleep in the 
classrooms or be forced to run round the 
schoolyard to keep warm. 

Stoves 

Schoolmaster, Mr Westbury, wrote on July 
22 1868: “Another very hot day. Several little 
boys fell asleep, did not trouble to wake them”. 

January 4: “Very cold, allowed the classes to 
stand round the stoves, 10 minutes each class” 

The school bell announced the start of the 
day at 8.55am when pupils lined up in the 
yard, before filing into the classroom. 

After the register, hymns would be sung and

then the teaching would begin. 

The youngest children would sit in the 
gallery where they would chant the alphabet 
backwards or recite rhymes such as “Infants 
never must be lazy, On to work and up-si- 
daisy”. 

Another class sat on the benches and prac¬ 
tised drawing pot hooks on their slates in 
preparation for real writing. 

Standard 1 would sit at the desk to write 
with ink pens in their copy books. 

Pupils with dirty hands would be sent home 
to wash before they began. 

The children would copy proverbs which the 


teacher would write on the blackboard such as: 
A fool and his money are soon parted; waste 
not, want not or count ten before you speak, 
and used rhyming language to remember facts 
and figures. 

School treats saw usually reluctant pupils 
attending classes. The School’s log book notes 
on August 3 1863: “Seven boys admitted in 4th 
class. Many seeking admission in expectation 
of school treat.” 

End of term treats included nuts and 
oranges and there was often an annual school 
trip. 

Honour 

The pupils of 1888 enjoyed an August day 
out to Himley Park to honour the Earl of 
Dudley’s coming of age. 

St. James’ ceased to operate as a school in 
1980 when it became a community centre. 

In 1989 the building closed as it had become 
structurally unsafe. 

The school was moved to the Black Country 
Living Museum and reopened in May 1992 
where children can once again experience a 
Victorian School lesson, held daily, in St 
James’ School.

Disappoiment at £2.2m 
grant over pupil places 


MORE than £2.2 million has been 
awarded to schools in Sandwell 
to create extra pupil places but it 
has been criticised as being to 
little. 

The cash is part of a plan to cope with 
space shortages due to rising birth rates. 

The money from the Government will be 
spent in the next financial year to cover the 
cost of catering for more youngsters and 
expanding school buildings. 

But Sandwell Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper has called the award a “drop 
in the ocean” compared to the cash needed 
to help cope with the borough’s baby boom. 

It is believed 1,000 extra school places 
could be needed every year if the rise in 
birth rates continues at the same pace as 
now. 

Growth 

A total of £600m is being made available 
nationwide. 

Staffordshire has been awarded the most 
in the West Midlands with more than £12.8 
million, with Wolverhampton, Walsall and 
Dudley all missing out. Sandwell has been 
given £2,286,542. 

Councillor Cooper said: “I knew that 
there was going to be an announcement , 
but for Sandwell to only get £2 million out of 
£600 million it is very disappointing. 

“The population growth in Sandwell is 
accelerating and this will have a big impact 
on parents and pupils of Sandwell.

RESIDENTS Sandwell are being 
warned about a possible increase 
of rogue traders calling at their 
doors as the weather improves. 

As peoples’ thoughts turn towards 
improvements at home, Sandwell Council’s 
trading standards team warned of rogue 
businesses targeting homes to offer garden¬ 
ing work, repairing or cleaning roofs, 
jetwash or coating driveways. 

Trading standards officers said dodgy 
traders often use intimidating or aggressive 
practices, overcharge and give misleading 
statements about the work that they offer. 

This often leaves the homeowners with 
poor quality work and facing more bills to 
put problems right. 

Common scams include callers offering to 
replace a roof tile and then saying water is 
spilling into the roof and it needs urgent 
replacement. 

Another warning was about workers 
quoting a cheap price for gardening and 
then charging more for “extra” work carried 
out. Traders have also been known to claim 
they have extra hard road surface left over 
which will go off if unused. 

Another common ruse is for bogus callers 
to replace rotten wood soffits, fascia boards 
and guttering but using plastic to cover the 
problem instead. 

Bob Charnley, trading standards 
manager in Sandwell, said: “Ask yourself if 
you would trust important and potention- 
ally expensive work to someone you have 
never heard of, and may never see again.” 

Officers said residents should not agree to 
work on the spur of the moment.

Free meal 
claims are 
endorsed 


PARENTS in Sandwell are being urged to reg¬ 
ister their pupils for free school meals - even 
if they bring a packed lunch.

THOUSANDS flocked to 
the NEC Birmingham for 
the Gadget Show Live 
where the latest home 
and leisure technology 
products were unveiled 
to the public. 

The hordes of gadget fans, many 
eager to get ‘hands on’ with the new 
products, were kept busy with zones 


dedicated to photography, gaming, in- 
car entertainment, music making, 
home gadgetry, outdoor pursuits and 
future technology. There were also 
product launches and lecture theatres 
where gadgets were put through their 
paces at the five-day event. 

Some of these products were toys for 
very rich boys (or girls) including the 
TL1 motion simulator with wrap¬ 
around 180 degree screen at an eye¬ 
watering £11,500. A three million pixel 
screen and fully adjustable seat sensi¬ 
tive to road feel complete with driving 


wheel and pedals, all of which can be 
plugged into a Windows 7 PC, make 
this the ultimate racing sim... for the 
price of a car. Just won the lottery? 
How about the £40,000 pro version? 

Anyone who has ever owned a flying 
toy will have been drooling with desire 
at the Parrot AR Drone 2.0 which 
can be controlled via an Android phone 
or tablet. 

Out in June, this highly manoeuvr- 
erable four-propeller flying machine (a 
quadricopter that can flip over!) packs 
onboard cameras for high-definition

aerial footage that can be beamed back 
to your phone instantly or uploaded 
onto YouTube. Those who couldn’t 
afford the £279.99 price tag were later 
seen mooching around the Flying 
Gadgets stall where you could pick up 
a less hi-tech copter for around £20. 

I remain very sceptical about the 
Solowheel as the future of personal 
transport but this is certainly the 
smallest most portable transportation 
device being no more than a chunky 
wheel containing an electric motor and 
a couple of footplates. It is basically a 
unicycle without a seat or the handle of 
its rival the Segway. It does have a 
gyroscope to make the device ‘self-bal- 
ancing’, a range of 12 miles on a single 
charge and a top speed of 12 mph. 

The makers say the riding technique 
can be mastered in half an hour. At 
£1,189 a pop for the Solowheel, I 
reckon it has got some way to go before 
they become a familiar sight. And you 
can’t customise it like a scooter. 

Solowheel also had some competi¬ 
tion from motorised skates SpnKiX, 
from California, which fit over your 
shoes and can propel you to speeds of 
six to ten mph. They are currently 
available in the US for around £400. 

Sound 

New York rapper and business 
mogul 50 Cent (AKA Curtis Jackson) 
is expanding his empire into high-end 
audio by launching his own range of 
headphones, which he personally 
introduced at the Gadget Show Live’s 
media and trade day. He has teamed up 
with SMS Audio to take on his LA rival 
Dr Dre whose Beats branded phones 
are bestsellers. 

50 Cent stressed his input testing 
the phones in development and 
answered some technical questions 
from the audience, lest we think he was 
just putting his name to the product. 

He explained that after putting 
effort in at the studio to perfect his 
music, he wanted fans to experience 
the best possible sound reproduction. 

Also a campaigner against world 
hunger, 50 Cent said he would be 


encouraging distributors of his phones 
to contribute to his charitable ventures 
via his brand of “conscious capital¬ 
ism”. The rap star added: “I grew up 
without money but I didn’t grow up 
hungry.” 

His range of three professionally 
tuned high-end pairs of cans include 
the £99 Street by 50 earbuds, £199 
Street by 50 over-ear headphones to 
£299 top-of-the-range wireless Sync by 
50 which can sync up to four users from 
one source. Both of the over-ear sets of 
phones have a 40mm driver. 

When someone suggested these were 
pricey, 50 Cent said people “equate 
expense with quality.” Though an SMS 
Audio spokesperson was quick to add 
that a lower priced addition to the 
range was on the way. 

Other highlights of the show 
included: 

BubblePixBubblescope: a clip-on 
accessory for your smartphone which 
captures 360 degree video and stills 
from your phone camera. 

The price of £65 includes the Bubble- 
scope, a case to line up phone camera 
and scope, and software to convert the 
images. 

It will be available for Apple iPhone 
4 and 4S this summer and later for 
other smartphones. 

Dube: former Manchester United, 
Coventry and Villa footballer Dion 
Dublin has developed a new musical 
instrument, a kind of cube drum (basi¬ 
cally a microphone in a box) which 
makes different percussive sounds 
depending on which side is hit. 

Dion has already played the Dube 
alongside Ocean Colour Scene and it 
was used by jazz musician Courtney 
Pine on his album Europa. 

The Dube starts at around £150 
going up to around £400 depending on 
size. 

NeuroSky: Brainwave sensors 
enable people to control computers and 
other devices with their mind. This 
most magical of technologies - simu¬ 
lated telekinesis! - is in its infancy and 
the stand demonstrated rather trivial 


uses, including the Mindflex ball levi¬ 
tating game developed with Mattel and 
Nange Magro’s extraordinary and 
rather kinky looking Mechapolypyse 
mind-controlled dress. 

However, the potential future appli¬ 
cations of reliable, accurate mind 
control are revolutionary, perhaps 
beginning with the disabled but then 
transforming life as we know it. 

Apple iPad: tablets remain the 
most desirable piece of kit and the top 
tablet is the latest Apple iPad but it 
does face competition, not only from 
Android tablets but from the latest 
wave of ultrabooks (thin and light¬ 
weight laptops). 

Powerful 

These include Acer’s super thin and 
super powerful Aspire S3, also a com¬ 
petitor for Apple’s Macbook Air. 

Orbitsound T12v3 Soundbar: 
not a snappy name but an award¬ 
winning audio experience, this £300 
soundbar sits in front of a flatscreen 
TV to deliver a quality sound experi¬ 
ence with a subwoofer than can be 
placed elsewhere in the room. 

It’s also got an iPod/iPhone dock and 
different colour panels for those who 
value a co-ordinated look. 

Qb-Mito: a powerful little speaker 
box (24w) for wireless sounds from 
Bluetooth devices boasting 30 hours 
continuous play, for £59. 

Or check out its sister product the 
Qsb speakers powered by USB with 
30w of room-filling sounds, £89. 

Nanodots: tech that unleashes your 
creativity does not have to be expen¬ 
sive. These magnetic marbles come in 
regular and mega sizes, packs of 64 to 
216, and can be stuck together to make 
all sorts of mini sculptures, jewellery, 
fasteners or game counters. 

Available in black, silver, gold or tita¬ 
nium, they are milled from 
Neodymium, apparently the world’s 
strongest permanent magnet and will 
still be half as magnetically powerful in 
the year 3000. The smallest tube costs 
around £16.

2011. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, pros¬ 
ecuting on behalf of the 
RSPCA, told Sandwell Mag¬ 
istrates Court the charity 
was alerted to the problem 
at Poole’s former address on 
Cornwall Road, Oldbury via 
an anonymous phone call. 

Mrs Sutton said: “Vets 
saw photos of the dogs dur¬ 
ing the visit and said there 
was a chronic lack of ade¬ 
quate nutrition over a long 
period of time.” 

She told the court after 
being taken in by the 


RSPCA and being given a 
balanced diet over a month, 
the larger of her two dogs 
increased her body weight 
by 49 per cent. The other’s 
body weight increased 45 
per cent in the same time. 

Mr Roy Patterson, defend¬ 
ing, said at the time of the 
RSPCA’s visit, Poole, aged 
30, had been struggling to 
cope with the breakdown of 
her marriage, looking after 
her children, and the dogs, 
which had belonged to her 
former husband. 

Poole said in interview 
that one of her children, 
had pulled a plastic sheet off 
the dog’s shelter. 

He added: “She was 
depressed. She needed help 
but she did not ask for it and 
things got out of control.”

Edition and Aston Martin has got it spot on. 

It starts with the grille and its distinctive 
shape that echoes those 50s and 60s icons. 

Sandwiching that is a carbon fibre splitter 
and LED headlights, with 21st century 
written all over them, and the choice of 
diamond-turned alloy wheels, carbon fibre 
door mirrors and rear light surrounds. 

Two unique colours - Ceramic Grey or 
Flame Orange, go through a 25-hour hand¬ 
finishing process. The DBS usually wears 
more sober shades but this vibrant paint 
draws out the sensuous curves. 

The flip-up door handles are a triumph of 
style over function; a little more awkward 
than a normal handle, but worth it for the 



looks. Pop the handle and the doors swing 
out and up. In the cabin there’s more carbon 
fibre - over the top of the dashboard while 
the lower half is finished in piano black. The 
roof lining is finished in quilted leather, so 
every surface is a visual and tactile treat. 

The DBS receives the upgraded Garmin 
sat nav system, a big improvement. These 
enhancements add to the sense of occasion 
and are the perfect appetiser to the driving 
experience. 

Magnificent 

The starting routine remains the same, 
slotting the sapphire glass oblong key into 
the centre of the dashboard, followed by a 
rapid whirr and a snarl as the magnificent 
V12 fires into life. 

Getting going requires a push of the D 
button in a Touchtronic II-equipped model, 
and the fly-off handbrake is a lovely nod to 
older Aston Martins. 

The DBS has Sport suspension mode as 
standard, so starting in default makes your 


ride comfier than you might expect. 

It’s no limousine, so you are always aware 
of the road beneath, just as you should be. 

In this mode it covers long distances with 
ease and in fine style, although you might 
need to refuel fairly regularly. 

Punching the Sport button sharpens the 
throttle response and tightens the dampers. 
A flick of the paddles controls the gearbox, 
and immediately you feel the car tighten up. 

Exercising that big VI2 is a lesson in how 
a mechanical thing can live and breathe. The 
raw figures say plenty - 191mph and 0- 
62mph in 4.3 seconds - but it feels faster. 

Carbon ceramic brakes shed the speed 
with consummate ease, allowing you to 
charge up to a bend in complete confidence. 

When you ease the DBS into that curve, 
you have the classic front-engined, rear- 
wheel drive set-up to inspire assurance. 

But this is a modern car, with two-stage 
ESP to suit the conditions, so it grips and 
communicates as well as you would hope. 

It may not be as fast as its younger rivals, 
but it’s for you to decide whether that is 
more important than the size of your grin as 
you exit a bend, rear tyres lit up and 6.0- 
litres of muscle roaring away.

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All eyes 
on Ibiza 
revamp 


IT SEEMS to me that there’s a growing fan 
base out there for SEAT, judging by the reac¬ 
tion to my test drive of the Ibiza five-door 
Sportrider. 

The 1.6 TDi CR may only be an upgrade from the 
three-door equivalent but in Dakota red it seemed to 
attract attention everywhere I went on a week-long test 
drive. 

Complete strangers were asking questions I often 
couldn’t answer about top speed, fuel consumption, price 
and C02 emissions which is unusual. 

It has to be the ‘arrow’ style body shaping from the 
Spanish brand that attracted so many. Low headlight 
and grille positioning give the sporty look with side mod¬ 
ifications adding another nice touch. 

This Ibiza really gives SEAT a lift in the ultra-compet¬ 
itive supermini sector. Produced exclusively at a state-of- 
the-art factory in Barcelona, the company claims this 
model to be a match for anything in class - and at a good 
price too. 

I remember my first drive in a SEAT and the impres¬ 
sion that this was just a cheaper Volkswagen. Well, how 
that has changed with a marked improvement in build 
quality and high levels of comfort and sporting attitude. 

Inside there’s an improved feel of quality matched to 
comfort. An attractive dash area has all the parapherna¬ 
lia you expect from a much more expensive option includ¬ 
ing Bluetooth connectivity and a navigation system if 
you want to pay extra. 

Leather 

There are sports seats which can prove a little too hard 
for some on long journeys and a host of standard items 
such as 17-inch alloys, sports suspension, rear-parking 
sensors, tinted rear windows, climate control which 
includes a refrigerated glovebox and a leather wheel and 
gear stick. 

But the Sportrider comes with much more. The things 
you would expect to have to dip into the back pocket for 
such as automatic lights and rain sensor wipers, 
dimming rear view mirror, body-coloured door handles 
and steering wheel-mounted radio controls all come as 
part of the package. 

The five-door model has a longer wheelbase and wider 
track which of course means more room inside with an 
eight per cent boost in boot space - just enough for the 
golf clubs. 

This is no flier but it does 0-62mph in 10.5 seconds and 
has a top speed of 117mph and outstanding C02 emis¬ 
sions of 112g/km. 

But what makes me think that SEAT are right on the 
button with the Sportrider is the fuel consumption 
figures. Not many cars in this sector boast combined fuel 
consumption figures of 65.7mpg. 

Competition in the sector is as tough as it gets with 
Mini, Renault Clio, Corsa, Fiesta and Yaris in the field. 
But Sportrider is up there with them and its little wonder 
that the Ibiza remains the SEAT brand’s best selling car.

ALBION’S Premier League sur¬ 
vival mission has been concluded 
triumphantly. 

But try telling Graham Dorrans there is 
nothing left to play for, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

The Scotsman’s stunning strike electri¬ 
fied The Hawthorns as the Baggies burst 
through the 40-point barrier for the second 
successive Premier League season. 

And Dorrans will hope his best perform¬ 
ance under Roy Hodgson will finally jump- 
start a career that has spluttered since he 
helped drive the club back to the top flight. 

With survival all-but ensured several 
weeks ago Hodgson, his staff and Albion’s 
fans were hoping for ‘added value’ from the 
final games of the campaign. 

There were plenty of extra reasons to 
smile as QPR were sent packing with no 
points on Saturday. And Dorrans’ impres¬ 
sive display was the most pleasing of all. 

Genuine 

Ever since the unheralded Scot took the 
Championship by storm under Roberto Di 
Matteo and played the most significant indi¬ 
vidual role in bringing Premier League foot¬ 
ball back to The Hawthorns, fans and 
team-mates have waited for him to stamp 
his mark on the top division. 

A series of injuries, off-field problems and 
the emergence of new Baggies stars raised 
uncertainty over whether Dorrans could 
replicate his former glories at the top table 
of English football. 

The 24-year-old has a way to go to silence 
the doubters completely. But two years to 
the week since his free-kick at Doncaster 
helped seal promotion for Di Matteo’s team, 
Dorrans’ starring role against Rangers 
offered the clearest indication yet that 
Albion fans should not give up hope of the 
talented playmaker becoming a genuine 
Premier League force. 

The right-foot rocket that settled a tight 


game midway through the first half was the 
undoubted highlight of his and Albion’s day. 
But Dorrans’ all-round contribution will 
have pleased Hodgson and his staff even 
more. 

And with four games remaining in the 
campaign and injured star James Morrison 
unlikely to play any major role, Dorrans 
should have further chances to generate 
some momentum to carry him to brighter 
times next season. 

He was handed a rare chance to showcase 
his skills in the heart of midfield against 
Mark Hughes’ strugglers, and Dorrans 
responded with a combination of the bright 
passing and movement that thrilled fans in 
Di Matteo’s side and the added defensive 
discipline that Hodgson has tried to inject 
throughout the squad. It wasn’t quite 


vintage Dorrans, but there were clear signs 
of the spark returning to reignite a talent 
that never disappeared. 

If Dorrans made the day’s most eye-catch¬ 
ing contribution, two of last summer’s low- 
key arrivals pushed him close. 

Billy Jones gave his most complete display 
since stepping into the sizable boots of 
Steven Reid at right-back, defending intelli¬ 
gently against the dangerous Adel Taarabt, 
attacking with vigour and going within a 
whisker of his first Baggies goal.His per¬ 
formance, plus that of young defender Craig 
Dawson, will have pleased Hodgson almost 
as much as that of Dorrans. 

With Marc-Antoine Fortune acting as an
